RING COAL. 


When Heuter sends us cables dealing with such matters a3 a 
new demand by the Home coal miners it isa little hard for us out 
here to guage the trne significance. Thua it was that a few days 
ago, when we received such news, we were ap’ to dismiss it with 
tbe thought that it was only another demand by labour that would 
“Fezle ont” or at least be modified when the true position of the 
-indostry-came-to-be kaowne—bebetharthe demand ig_reason 
not we still have our doub:s, bat the matter on which we have no 
doubt at all isthe very serious isnportance of the coal industry in 
relation tothe well-being of the countrs. Britain's trade, the run- 
ning of public services,—in fact the welfare of the whole community 

 -is dependent on a steady and ample supply of coal. and our hope 
is that it will bea very long day before the country is made to suffer 
the effects of 2 miners’ strike. . 

It may not be generally Known that one-of the most seriou: 
factors in the present outlook for Britain's foreign trade is the coal 
shortage. The importance of coal exports to British commerce is 
much greater than appears upon the surface. The value of the coal 
exports in themselves is far from being the only wonsideration. In 
the ordinary way British exports consis: mainly of manufactured 
articles whose bulk. in proportion to their value, is small compared 
with that of the feod and raw materials that constitute the greater 
part of vur imports. ‘Accordingly, our sbipping would normally 
have only a small portion of i:s space occupied on the ostward 
voyage; with the natural result of high Freigbts to make the two 
voyages profitable. At this point our coal exports come te the 
sescue. by helping to fill our outward-going vessels. with the result 
of lower freight charges and consequen@ehezpening of food for our 
copsomers and raw materials for our manovfacterers. But the short- 
age thst has recently come about in the coal ovtput bas fallen 
mainly upon the export trades Sir Leo Chiozza Money has com- 
puted that in the aggregate the exports of coal, coxe and manufactur- 
ed foel have fallen from 97,718,000 tons in 1913 to 50,457.000 tons in 
1919. Io April of this year our coal exports fell to 1,996,000 tons, as 
compared with 2,563,000 tons in April. 1919, and 6,851,000 tons in 
April 1913. Moreover, the coal that is now being sold is admitted 
to be much inferior in quality to what was produced . before 
the war. Every householder knows how great this deterioration has 
been in domestic coal, and the fall in the power value of industria) 

” coal is estimated officially at no Iess than 20 percent. Unless, there- 
fore, the output can be largely and speedily increased the choice 
seems to lie between a-cutting down of thesupply for use at Home 
—with disastrous resulta upon industrial efBciency—and a still 
‘farther curtailment of coal exports. The shortage at Home is so 
acutely felt that various Chambers of Commerce end similar bodies 
have been passing resolutions urging that the Government should 
further restrict or even altogether prohibit the exportation of coal, 
- policy which, in the long run, would no less gravely imperil the 
country’s economic prosperity. Never before was the supremacy of 
“King Coal” in the industrial world so clearly evident.” Fortunate- 
ly the latest returns shows weleome signs of 4p upward tendency 
in the coal output, encouraging the hope that, after all, no such 
desperate choice of alternatives may be necessary. For the week 
ending Aprik 24 the tots! cual output rose to 4,986,666 tons, which is 
the best figure for any week in the last twelve months. This, 
however, is still far short of the national requirements, for we need 
nearly 6,000,000 tonsa week to give us” back our pre-war standard

When 
it comes to talking about the 
carrying eut of the Treaty, the 
Germans appear to be very sane, 
reasonable - minded people: thes 
are very glib with their promises, 
thobgh. When the time for doing 
anything comes, they wriggle and 
temporise and evade the points 
at issue. But the patience of the 
Allies has its limits, and Germany 
will soon learn that she cannot 
trifle with her victors. 


WORK FOR THE LEAGUE. 


It is a most gratifying sign of 
the times that the Council of the 
League of Nations is taking up 
the dispute between Finland and 
Sweden regarding the sovereignty 
of the Aaland Islands, end that 
the Swedish and Finnish repre- 
sentatives have promised that no 
action shall be taken meantime to 
aggravate the situation. Hf the 
League can straighten cut this 
difficult probler, it will not only 
be @ feather in its cap, but it will 
show the way to the settlement 
of other thorny issues. The Lesgue 
bas been subjected to a deal of 
scorn and ridicule by the incurshle 
pessimists of many countries, but 
there can be'no disputing the 
point that if world peace is to be 
established we must have some 
such international body as this 


they arise. All tbe signatories of 
the- Versailles Peace Treaty 
(which means the’ principal 
countries of Europe, and Japan as 
well} have subscribed to the 
League ideal. If they are true 
to their. word, they can roaintain 
world concord; and when we see 
cases like thatof the Aaland Is- 
lands being .taken up, we feel 
hopeful for the eventual success 
of the movement,
